This is in charge 
of Superintendent of Fire Alarm 
Gavin, and a relief crew, and responds 
to second alarms and to any box that 
may be pulled while the Central station 
apparatus is absent. This arrange- 
ment does away with taking Hose 4 
out of its district at every alarm and 
leaving it unprotected.

When you separate, 
what you have done wili not be for- 
gotten. I remember that Quincy had 
men in the first regiment raised in the 
Rebellion, and one of her sons was the 
first to.fallat Big Bethel. Courage 
in battle is not the higbest quality. It 
is the courage that endures on the 
march and in the camp that tests men. 

I am glad you did not have to go 
through fighting, but your work is no 
worthy our admiration for you 
have discharged your whole duty 
nobly. Thousands of men in the G. 
A. R. did no more fighting than you 
did, and the non-commissioned men 
were the backbone of the army. 


COL. ANDERSON. 

I feel as though I was speaking out 
of ancient history. There were pro- 
phesies of evil in the time of the Civil 
war. People on the other side said 
our nation was a rope of sand and 
would fall to pieces. But the sand was 
in the men. We proved the strength 
of the unity of our country. You have 
again impressed this lesson upon the 
nations, Even those who fell have 
done no more than you. You have 
shown what an American army can do. 
You have cemented together the union 
firmer than ever, This work was be- 
gun sometime ago when a new gen- 
eration grew up that hardly knew 
which side its fathers fought on. You 
have done another thing. You went 
out boys and you have come home 
men. You will take your places, by 
right of your service, as prominent 
citizens. And there is still another 
thing you have done. You have 
learned what is meant by the word 
‘‘comrade.’’ ‘Ties have been formed 
that will never be sundered, and that 
will grow in sacredness from year to

Notes and Comment. 


It is understood -that the Morgan 
syndicate has secured the necessary 
number of shares of the Quincy & 
Boston stock to secure control of that 
valuable piece of property. As J. P. 
Morgan is a director of the New Haven 
road itis but fairto assume that their 
interes!s will not be inimical. This 
gives the socalled Morgan syndicate 
the control of about all of the street 
railway property in Southern Massa- 
chuset's, making a great system out of 
a uumberof small transportation com- 
panies. If the new corporation ad- 
ministers the system for the benefit of | 


the great travelling public it will be of} 


inestimable benefit. The time for our 
city government to make a decided 
stand for free transfers is at hand. 

It is 1oo late for the Republicans in 
the City Council to make a political 
stand ainst the movement to keep 
the tax rate down, forif the order to 
refund $40,000 of the municipal debt 
is defeated, the Republican Council 


will go on record as favoring high 
taxes; taxes which are unnecessary 


and unjust to the taxpayers of today. 
If the City Council was opposed to the 
order it should have nipped the move- 
ment in the bud, and not have gone to 
the Legislature at all. Last year some 
of the maturing debt would have been 
refunded could it have been done leg: 
ly. Now that the Legislature has 
legalized it there should be no hesita- 
tion. Justice to the taxpayers of 1509, 
who have already paid unjust taxes 
for two or three years, demands that 
relief be given this year, when they 
have the added expenditure for sewer 
assessment and sewer connection. 


There is said to be some opposition 
developing in the City Council to the 
movement to refund a portion of the 
municipal debt maturing this year. 
Naturally there is some honest objec- 
tion to such a step, and some would 
uot favor it under any circumstances. 
But the principal remonstrance seems 
to be a political one, on the part of 
those who are unwilling to help the 
present city administration out of a 
hole. The movement to refund a 
portion of the debt is not, however, a 
Democratic movemeut. It was at- 
tempted last year, and Councilman 
Parker of Waid Six warmly espoused 
the step until the City Solicitor de- 
clared it would be illegal. This year 
the Quincy ParnioT takes a little of 
the credit for the movement, for it 
was not until the Parrior called at- 
tention to the large maturing debt and 
urged some relief that the Mayor took 
the step which has been successful in 
securing the necessary legislation. 

Now it remains for the Republican 
Council to give the taxpayers relief. 
The taxpayers shou'd not be called upon 
in any year to pay one-third or thirty- 
three per cent. of the entire municipal 
debt, yet this year $51,000 of a total 
debt of $265,000 maturess. The valua- 
tion of the taxable real and personal 
estate is less than $19,000,000, hence 
it would require over $4 of the tax 
rate to pay the maturiog debt alone. 
Ifnone of the maturing debt is ex- 
tended the tax rate will probably be 
between $19 and $20; if $40,000 is ex- 
tended it will probably be between $17 
and $18. 

It should not be necessary for the 
city in any future year to levy a tax 
much in excess of per $1,000 to pay 
the maturing municipal debt. It is 
not a fact that the tax rate if kept 
down this year need be above the 
average in future years. It is possible 
to keep , the tax rate below $18 per 
31,000 every year, and possible below 
$17 or $16, if the city does not at- 
tempt to pay over fifteen per cent. of 
its debt, and that is enough.

Fourth: That po young man could 
be licensed without a recommendation 
from some of the professors in our own 
schools. 

This created quite a discussion, it 
being claimed that by its adoption a 
young man must attend the schools of 
the Presbytery ; that if, as it were 
possible, a young man found other 
professors outside of the Prebytery 
schools that were more able he would 
be obliged to attend the possible 
inferior school. Then again this gave 
the professors power in case tobacco 
was used by the applicant to refuse the 
license.

It has given 
many hearings and it has had to en- 
counter some very selfish interests 
which were not looking out at all for 
the good of the state, but only of their 
own private pockets, for this matter 
is worked in every possible way by 
those who think they may influence 
the committee. The bill was reported 
in the senate. 

The wide tire bill has passed the

Houghs Neck Cars. 


The Herald thus reports a case of interest to 
Houghs Neck and Quincy people. ‘Stop pul- 
ling my coat-tails,"” shouted Lawyer Charles A. 
Baker in the railroad commissioners’ hall otf 
justice Thursday morning as his impetuous 
client, Mr. Andrew A. Meyer, grabbed hold of 
the rear part of Mr. Baker's outer garment and 
gave it a downward yank. “I can’t examine a 
witness when my coat-tails are being pulled,” 
continued the lawyer, excitedly, as he switched 
one hand around to the rear. Mr. Meyer set- 
tled back into his seat and impatiently waited 
until his legal representative would lend him 
his ear. 

This incident was in connection with a hear- 
ing on a petition brought by Mr. Meyer, the 
owner of a hotel at Houghs Neck, in which he 
asked that the Quincy & Boston Street Railway 
Company, in its operation of the branch line 
that runs between Quincy and Houghs Neck 
be compelled to operate on 15 minutes’ head- 
way, and do certain other things that will inure 
to the benefit of the company's patrons. 

President Graham aud Supt. Weeks of the 
railway company were present to protest against 
the granting of the petition. 

Mr. Meyer was the only witness called in be- 
half of the public. His testimony went to show 
that the branch in question was as rough as the 
rocky road to Dublin, that derailments were of 
frequent occurrence, that an insufficient number 
of cars were run, that at times certain parts of 
the road were covered by at least six inches of 
water, that many of the ties were in a state of 
decay, that the bonding was imperfect, that 
the rails had rusted away to such an extent as 
to render travel unsafe, and, worst of all, that 
the insulation was so poor that at one time a 
part of the electrical current strayed from the 
wires and run up Mr. Meyer's legs while he 
was standing on the front platform. This caused 
him to balance his body upon the heels of his 
boots, an operation that was not conducive to 
his comfort, and which was difficult to main- 
tain. 

President Graham denied most of Mr. Meyer's 
statements, saying that the branch was in as 
gocd shape as nine-tenths of the trolley roads in 
the state. Being asked to purticularize, he re- 
plied that the condition of the Houghs 
Neck road was 100 per cent. better than that of 
the Newburyport & Amesbury line. Mr. Gra- 
ham also made a point by saying that his com- 
pany had petitioned the city council of Quincy 
for authority to construct two new turnouts, 
but, much to his surprise he was given leave to 
withdraw. At present there is but one turnout, 
making it impossible to operate cars on less than 
a half-bourly schedule. He had heard of but 
six derailments and these were, in most cases, 
canze | by a spreading of the rails, due to im- 
perfect ties. The company had prepared plans 
of a location on the new boulevard that the city 
had under contemplation and when work upon it 
began the railway line would be entirely re- 
constructed. 

In the first stages of the hearing, the fact was 
developed that Mr. Meyer had a suit pending 
in the courts against the Quincy & Boston 
Railway Company on a question of contract, 
and, before the commission arose, it decided to 
throw out the petition on this ground, a position 
that the board always takes under similar cir- 
cumstances.

Our Municipal Debt. 


There does not seem to be a very 
clear understanding among some, of 
the effect on the maturing municipal 
debt of future years if $100,000 is 
refunded. They have an idea that if 
the taxes are eased upa little this year, 
that they may be oppressive some 
other year. Such is not the fact if the 
Council of 1899 and future years are 
more careful in apportioning new loans. 
Aside from new loans, the effect of re- 
funding 340.000 this year, $40,000 in 
1900 and $20,000 in 1901 would be as 
follows ; the first column showing the 
amount now maturing, and the second 
the new adjustment :

The Fire Department was not the 
only one which overrun its original 
appropriation in 1898, or expended 
money before it was appropriated. It 
was necessary to create a Joan of $1000 
for water maintenance, and also to 
use the $170.24 intended for the paint- 
ing of the standpipe. The garbage 
account was increased $235; special 
police, $165, etc. 


The argument that it would be bet- 
te: for our streets that the water exten- 
sions and connections, as well as the 
sewer connections should be made by 
the Commissioner of Public Works,does 
not seem to be verified by facts. Last 
week a sewer connection was made at 
a house on Chestnut street avd the 
trench is not wholly filled in, but to- 
day a water pipe is being laid within 
ten feet of it to the same house, and 
the street is again dug up. side 
from the inconvenience to travel, it is 
detrimental to our streets, especially 
when the openings are unnecessary. 


Those who criticise Kineaide 
for strict discipline at Camp Dalton 
should remember that he was acting 
largely under orders of superior ofti- 
cers, and was held accountable for the 
work, conduct and appearance of 
every member of the company. In 
those early days the regiment expected 
to be called into active service, and the 
officers felt the necessity of thorough 
training. It was new life for citizens 
of a free country, andthe boys natural- 
ly chafed under military rule, but the 
result was a first class company in a 
first class regiment. As months went 
by, and it became apparent that the 
regiment would not see active service, 
Col. Whitney relaxed tke discipline, 
so that Camp Meade, and certainly 
Camp Wetherell, cannot be compared 
with Camp Dalton.

Taxpayers have wondered often that 
city officials obtained additional appro- 
priations so easily after overrunning 
the amounts appropriated, and the 
breeze over the deficiency bill of the 
Fire Department of 1898 may be salu- 
lary, yet those acquainted with all the 


circumstances see an animus in the 
selection of ex-Chief Packard as an 
example. The big storm of February 


offered an opportunity for the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to expend 
large sums of money in opening up 
the streets, and when the City Auditor 
asked for instructions as to the pay- 
ment of bills largely in excess of the 
appropriation, yes double and triple, 
he was instructed to pay everything, 
regardless. Taxpayers privately criu- 
reckless expenditure, but 
were powerless. 

After the blizzards of 1898 and 1809 
the property holders congratulated 
themselves that no tires were started, 
but had their been, they might have 
found the fire department on hand 
promptly, for they took extraordinary 
precautions. Some of the emergency 
bills thus occasioned have probably 
been paid, so that while other items 
appear ia the deficiency bill, the excess 
was almost wholly for the blizzards. 


Some change is necessary in de- 
termining what streets shall be 
watered. There is no good reason 


why some of the much travelled streets 


should go dusty every year, while the 
abutters are called) upon to pay in 


taxes half the cost of the street water- 
ing forthe city. We do not believe 
residents on thickly settled streets 
would object to the payment of the 
whole cost of street watering by as- 
sessment, if it is done systematically 
and economically by the city, at a cost 
of but four or five cents per font foot. 


This is but $2 to $2.50 per year on a 
fifty foot lot. Such being the f fact the 
City Council should upon petition 


water any and every street of the city. 

Asastep inthis direction the city 
might this year assess 75 per cent of 
the cost on abutters. This would al- 
low considerable extension of the 
mileage, as on the same payment of 
$2200 by the city, twice as many miles 
could be watered, while the : 
ment on abutters’ would be 3.3 cents 
per front foot. 

Many of the streets now travelled by 
the street railway are not included in 
the street watering order, but could be 
if the revenue was increased by as- 
sessing 75 per cent. Further, there is 
no good reason why only half of such 
streets as Chestnut and Cuddington 
streets should be watered, and Canal 


street needs sprinkling as much as

Singing is also 
praised as an excellent lung exercise, 
and public speaking is as effective a 
lung tonic as one may wish for.

Kerosene Lamps. 


It is not necessary to enlarge upon 
the discomforts caused by lamps, ir- 
regularly filled, improperly cared for, 
redolent of the fumes of kerosene and 
shedding but a dim and _ irreligious 
light. We have all suffered under the 
infliction and speak whereof we know 
from bitter experience. Good lamps 
are cheap, and there is no excuse for 
using one proven past the power of 
redemption, Even in houses lighted 
by electricity or gas, the lamp has an 
established place on the library table, 
and frequently in the dining room, and 
care should be taken to see that it is 
always in condition to fulfil the ex- 
pectations that centre round it The 
most essential thing in securing good 
light from a lamp is absolute cleanli 
ness, 

Che oil should always be of the best 
high-test and should be kept ina closed 
ean, where dust can not reach it. The 
font of the lamp, all parts of the tubes 
that hold the wicks, and the burners 
should) be kept clean, The metal 
holders and burners require boiling 
once a week in water to which has 
been added a teaspoonful each of salt 
and ‘soda, for heated metal gives out 
foul odors, A small brush should be 
used to keep the holes clear, and the 
burner and all parts of the lamps free 
from bits of wick and dust The 
scissors should be seldom used; it is 
much’ better to rub off the wicks with 
a little soft paper The wick must 
never crowd the tube. If tight pull out 
two or three of the threads length 
wise. 

The wicks soon become clogged by 
the parafine in the oil, and if not in 
frequent use will need be taken out 
oceasionally, washed, boiled and dried 
If soaked in vinegar and dried they will 
give a clearer light. All lamps should 
be wipped off and filled daily Keep 
the wick below the tep of the burner 
when not lighted, or the wick will feed 
over through capillary attraction 
Tarn up a short distance when first 
lighted, but never turn low and leave 
When extinguishing a lamp or oil

Mrs. Grant Acquitted. 


The trial of Teresa Grant ai the Dis- 
trict court Saturday, for keeping a 
liquor nuisance at Quincy, upon com- 
plaint of Inspector McKay, developed 
a case of perjury on the part of one of 
the witnesses, George W. Fisher of 
Weymouth, who after a hearing was 
committed for that offence.

Mr, Blackmur, counsel 
for goverment, then asked if he did 
not state to Officer Larkin and himself 
that he had four drinks of whiskey at 
Grant’s house with John Maynard and, 
that the latter paid sixty cents for it.

Mr. Blackmur then asked for 
commitment of Fisher for perjury. 

Judge Pratt, who was hearing the 
case, heard the testimony of Inspector 
McKay and Officer Larkin, that Fisher 
had made the statement relative to the 
purchase of whiskey at the Grant 
house. 

Fisher was placed upon the stand 
and asked by Judge Pratt if he denied 
admitting to Mr. Blackmur, Officers 
McKay “and Larkin that he had 
purchased four drinks of whiskey at 
the Grant house. 

Witness replied: * 
80. 

The court ordered Fisher committed 

The evidence against Mrs. Grant 
was that there was a party at the Grant 
house Monday night in honor of her 
daughter’s birthday. That some of 
the boys contributed and bought the 
beer. All denied haying paid Mrs. 
Grant for any beer. 

The officer and C. H. Johnson, the 
agent who had charge of the letting of 
the house, testified to complaints re- 
ceived of the noisy character of Mrs. 
Grant’s visitors. 

Mrs. Grant denied ever having drank 
or sold any liquor to any person, and 
said the boys who gave the party 
bought the beer. 

The court found Mrs. Grant 
guilty and ordered her discharge. 

After the hearing on the liquor case 
was concluded, Fisher was called up 
and the charge against him for perjury 
was continued for trial.

Children’s Sleeping Hours. 


One cannot begin too to form 


soul 


the good habit of regularity in sleep- 


ing hours for children. So far as cit 


cumstances will permit, the following 


are good rules to enforce From birth 
to the end of the sixth or eighth 
month, the infant should sleep from 
eleven P. M. to five A. M. without 
being disturbed, and as many hours 
during the day as it will, From the 
eighth month until two and one-half 
years, a nap should be taken from 
twelve (noon) to 1.30 or two P. M., 
observing always to undress the child 
and put it to bed. The night's rest 
should begin at seven o'clock. If late 
meal is to be given,the child should be 
taken up for it about ten P. M. If it 
has passed the age for this, let it sleep 
until it awakes of its own accord, 
which will be from six to eight A. M 

From two and one-half to four years, 
an hour’s sleep at midday may or may 


not be taken, according to the disposi 


tion of the child. After the fourth 
year, few children will sleep in the 
daytime. They should go to bed at 
eight and sleep ten hours or more 
A later retiring hour than nine P. M 
should not be encouraged until after 
the fifteenth year 
Usually the Case.

Boston, June 6, 1899 


So much was done by the legislature 
between the writing of the previous 
letter and final prorogation at 5 o'clock 
on Saturday afternoon that the reader 
who wishes to follow the business to 
the end will doubtless the 
story. In the first place, 
the action of the house on the trades 
union veto and of the senate on the 
soldiers’ exemption veto. The former 
was overruled bea house vote of 144 
to 55, while the latter was sustained by 
senate vote of 14 to 20,—the bill not 
getting a majority in its favor, whereas 
it must have two-thirds in order to 
pass. The former veto was on the bill 
to exempt trades unions from making 
returns to the insurance commissioner 
regarding the amount of business they 
do every year. Their plea was that 
they are fraternal and charitable insti- 
tutions, that they are not in the life in- 
surance business in any sense as com- 
petitors of the old companies and that 
there was no reason why they should 
be compelled to come unler the law, 
as they were required to do by a recent

decision of the insurance commis 
sioner. The commissioner was anxious 
for the passage of the bill over the 


veto, but the trades unions turned out 
with considerable lobbying strength 
and carried the bill through both 
branches, the vote in the seuate being 
unanimous. 

It was on this matter that Mr. Ben- 
nett of Saugus made his bad break in 
his contest for the speakership, as 
the members regarded it, which may

Fire’in Music Hall Block. 


It was about 8.30 o’clock Thursday 
evening when two men who were at 
work in the basement of John H. 
Gillis bicycle store in Music hall block 
were startled by a loud explosion in 
the adjoining basement, which was 
immediately followed by a rush of hot 
air and flames through the open door 
connecting the two rooms. They 
rushed for a pail of water, but seeing 
that it would do but little good a rush 
was made for the fire alarm box near 
by, and an alarm turned in from Box 


23. 

The knowledge that this box is 
located in a dangerous locality put 
everybody on the jump and in a re- 
markably short time the central station 
apparatus was on the scene. Hose 2 of 
Wollaston and Hose 4 of Quincy Point 
were also soon on hand. By this time 
there was a strong odor of burning 
rubber and a dense black smoke was 
pouring out of the basement window 
and penetrating the entire building. 

Those attending the festival in the 
hall were admonished to keep cool as 
there was no danger. They, however, 
quickly left the hall and the windows 
were opened wide to let the smoke ont. 

Meanwhile the fire department had 
located the fire and were pouring water 
into the basement from the front and 
rear. No fire came above the basement 
and no water was used on the street 
floors. What fire there was soon gave 
way to the powerful streams of water, 
although the smoke from burning 
rubber was so strong that it was some 
minntes before one could enter the 
store. 

The basement where the explosion 
and fire occurred is directly beneath the 
store of the Quincy Clothing Co. In 
this basement there were ten of twenty 
new and hand wheels and a 
hundred pairs of rubber tires and these 
were all ruined while new wheels in 
other parts of the store were blistered

by the heat. In this same basement 
was the gas meter and the brazing 
apparatus. Just what caused the ex- 


plosion, however, is as yet a mystery 
Mr. Gillis says that his gasoline tank 
was empty and does not it 
could have been that.

Word was sent to Mr. Brasee who 
came up and opened the doors and 
windows which were left open ‘all 
night, an officer being stationed on 
guard at the door. Mr. :Brasee, when 


seen this morning, said that he had an 
unusual large stock of goods on hand, 
and roughly estimates his loss at $3,000 
which is fully covered by insurance, 

In Music hall the walls of the 
corridors were blackened by smoke and 
will have to be whitened and painted. 
The walls in the stores will also have 
to be whitened and the loss to the 
building is estimated at $600. 

The fire department handled the fire 


in good shape and confined it to the 
room where it started. It was 


fortunate that it was not later in the 
evening when the fire took place or the 
damage would have been much 
heavier.

Dubuque Law Working. 


The first order for arrest in Quincy 
under the Dubuque law was issned by 


Judge Humphrey in the District court 


Saturday. Charles HU. Backus of 
Wollaston recently brought a suit 


against Peter H, Connell for a bill con- 


The 
court found for the plaintiff! and

The defendant failed to comply with 
the order of the court and Satur- 
day the court adjudged him in con- 
tempt and sentenced him to twelve 
days’ imprisonment in the county jail.
